Controversy Over Maintenance. 


A controversy over mine mainten- 
ance during the strike has been set- 
tled on the basis of the operators’ 
agreement to keep as many men at 
work as are necessary to properly man 
the more than three thousand pumps 
in the mines during the strike. Those 
who work will benefit from the final 
adjustment in wages by the consent 
of the operators to make any increas- 
es that may be granted retro-active to 
September first. 

The miners are financially well-fixed 
and are prepared to withstand a long 
seige.
